WAS HORSE MEAT 
USED IN CUBA? 


Red Cans About Which Little 
Is Known.’ 


CONTENTS NOT LIKE BEEF. 


PACKING COMPANIES DISCLAIM 
ALL RESPONSIBILITY. 


Some of the Cans Furnished to Soldiers 
Bore the Label of an Alleged Chi- 
cago Company Which Is Said 
to Have Never Existed.

WABHINGTON, March 9.—Was it horse 
Meat that polsoned the eoldiers in Cuba”? 

It now appears that a large quantity of 
@anned beef furnished the troops has not 
heen identified as the product of any of 
the Western beef concerns. Witnesses 
have spoken of a red painted can, only one 
ef which has been brought before’ the 
court. Special complaint has been made 
ef the contents of the red cans. The meat 
fis said to have been of a dark red and 
the fat of a yellowish color. The meat 
of beef. 
Jt ia said none of the Western packers put 
up red cans. 

Maj. Lee will insist upon a chemical an- 
aivsis of the contents of those particular 
cans. The red cans have the appearance 
of age. Where the paint has worn off, the 
tin is badly rusted. 

There is a suspicion that the meat put 
up In these red cang may not be just what 
fa claimed for it. It will devolve upon 
the Commissary officials to say where 
these came from if the packing house peo- 
people do nat admit having furnished them. 

It has been etated that the beef con- 
tractors when called upon for greater quan- 
tities of canned meats than their packing 
houses could supply picked up everything 
they could find anywhere, even going to 
Europe and shipping back large quanti- 
ties of canned goods. 

Attention has been called to the fact that 
packing houses have existed in the United 
States where horse meat was canned. One 
Was in existence on Long Island and in 
Oregon, and it is asserted that one now 
@xigts in Chicago. It may devolve upon 
the court 4e,eseertein ff Any of¢{he. pro- 
ducts of these conrerns found thefr way 
into the Commissary stores. 

Some of the cane of meats furnished to 
the troops bore a lebel of the ‘Prairie 
State Packing Company, Chicago, Ill.” 
Beef packers from Chicago have said they 
know of no such company, and at the Ag- 
ricultural Department it is stated that 
the name is not a familiar one. The Court 
of Inquiry will be asked to look up this 
company.

HORSE MEAT IN NEW YORK. 


There Are Two Markets Where Sick 


Equines Are Slaughtered. 
Special to the Poat-Diapatch, 

NEW YORK, March 9.—This town shud- 
ders at the thought of eating horse meat 
whenever a nice, juicy steak served. 
There is cause, too. 

Diseased horse flesh is knowr to be turned 
into sausage and “‘corne® beef.’ within a 
few miles of Manhattan. Under the law 
there is no injunction against the uso of 
horses, healthy or diseasetl, for food. 

The law simply prevents the cutting up of 
@ead horses for that purpose. 

Buperintendent Charles H. Hankinson of 
the Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Animals said to a Post Dispatch reporier 
to-day: 

“The horses are sold at auction. and if 
good for nothing else they are led off to 
the sausage factories. They bring any- 
where from & cents to 8 each. As a mat-

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WOREMEN FIND A RICH VEIN IN 
THE CITY’S STREETS. 


VANCOUVER, B. C.. March %—Van- 
couver is in the throes of a gold excite- 
ment, due to the discovery in the heart of 
the city of decomposed gold quartz, which 
expert miners say will go $200 to the ton, 
The find, to. sz the least, is unique. An 
immense building, for a small city like 
Vancouver, is being erected by J. W. Flack, 
late of California, who recently returned 
from Dawson City with a fortune made in 
the gold mines. It is on Cambia and Hast- 
ings sts.. and a big excavation is being 
made. Yesterday while the excavators 
were at worl they saw glittering yellow 
flakes resembling gold on their shovels and 
picks and reported it to Contractor Mac- 
Donald. The latter is an old Caribou min- 
er. Warning the men to say nothing, he 
gathered a small bagful of the deposit, 
and, taking it home, thoroughly tested it. 

One of the workmen to-day told the story. 
MacDonald was interviewed and said there 
was about two and a half feet of the vein 
of decomposed gold quartz, which he be- 
lieved would average about $2) to the 
ton. Some of the deposit was shown to an 
old Montana miner, at present on his way 
to Atlin, and he said it was identical with 
the quartz at Bear Guich, Mont., which 
ran fully $200 to the ton, and, in some spots, 
double that amount. } 

Vancouver is known to be right in the 
gold belt, and when the story was circu- 
lated there was great excitement among 
mining men. This evening a large crowd 
gathered around the excavation, but could 
not get near the ground which, it Is alle ged, 
contains precious metal, as it is carefully 
guarded by two men. Assays the de- 
posit are to be made Monday by J. Pell 
Harvey, an expert assayer. The vein cuts 
right through the leading business blocks 
of the city.

The careful and conservative Financial Chronicle publishes 
‘@ list of 43 trusts incorporated during the months of January 
and February. * This does not include any mere projected ven- 
tures which mav come to naught, but is an enumeration of 
those successfully established. 

The authorized capital of the combines amounts to $1,106,- 
$00,000. Adding these to those in existence at the beginning of 
the year makes a total of not less than 200 With a capital of 
Bot less than $3,500,000,000. If the movement goes on with the 
Same speed as in January and February we shall on December 
31 be paying tribute to 400 combinations, capitalized at 
$8,500,000, 000. 

This will practically comprehend the entire industry of the 
country save agriculture. Competition is in its death throes 
and monopoly is triumphant. 

But it should be remembered that the monopoly is of the 
Matural resources of the country and its capital. Labor is still 
free. Competition is without restriction amoung the men who 
still have the blessed right to underbid one another in the strife 
for bread.

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MULLIGATAWNY SOUP.—One fowl of 
three pounds wetght, three pounds veal 
cut small, two large onions cut emall, two 
large siices carrot cut small, four etalks 
celery cut small, three rounding tablespoons 
butter, one level tablespoon curry powder, 
four level tablespoons flour, one tablespoon 
salt, one-half level teaspoon pepper, five 
quarts water.

“Firest—For the payment of all interest 
upon the bonded det of the State that 
may become due during the term for which 
mraet A General Assembly is elected. 

“Becond—lFor the benefit of the sinking 
fund, which shall not be jess annually than

“Third—For free public school purposes. 

“Fourth—For the payment of the cost of 
Aaseessing and collecting the revenue. 

“Pifth-—For the payment of the civil Jist. 

“Bixth—For the support of the cleemosy- 
nary institutions of the State. 

“Seventh—For the pay of the General] As- 
gemhiv and such other purposes not herein 
probibited, as it may deem necessary; but 
no Ge Assembly shall have power to 
make ropriation of money for any 
purpose oever, until the . respective 
sums necessary for the purposes in this 
section epecified have been eset apart and 
appropriated, or to give priority in its ac- 
tion to a succeeding over a preceding item, 
fiz above enumerated.”

POLICE BILL PASSED, 


THE FINAL VOTE IN THE HOUSE 
WAS 77 TO 50. 


DEMOCRATS TOED THE MARK. 


When It Came to the Test the St. Louis 
Opposition Yielded and Fell 
Into Line. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., March 9.—The 
passage of the St. Louis police bill yes- 
terday afternoon was accomplished after 
many vicissitudes. The troubles of the pro- 
moters of the bill came chiefly from the 
Democratic members of St. Louls. These at 
the last moment balked on the question of 
taking up the bill out of the regular order, 
claiming that certain of their constituents 
wished for a postponement. This was the 
excuse given by Representative Barrett. 
John Smith gives another reason, He bold- 
ly says that his reason for wishing to de- 
fer action on the bill was to foree Gov. 
Stephens to appoint Thomas Ward Police 
Commissioner of St. Louts. -He says the 
Governor promised, and he withdrew his 
opposition. The Governor denies this, but 
admits that Smith made the demand. 

“I resented the attempt to club me into 
any sort of action, and told these gentile- 
men they could support the police bill or 
not, as they chose. I would not be forced 
into doing anything they wished,’ said the 
Governor. 

Kor his part, Mr. Ward denies that he 
Wis @ party to any such demand. 

“TI have always been for the bill,”’ he said, 
“whether I got the Police Commissioner- 
ship or not, and I know nothing about any 
attempt.to force my appointment.’’ 

It is doubtful whether the bill would have 
massed if action on it had been deferred.

PRAISE FOR ORGANIZED LABOR. 


Pennsylvania Factory Inspector Before 

the Industrial Commission. 
W'ASIHINGITON, Miarch 9.—Mr. James 
Campbell, Factory Inspector of Pennsyl- 
vania, was before the Industrial Commis- 
gion to-day. Mr. Campbell's testimony 
dealt with organized labor generally, and 
especially in the glass industry. He spoke 
eulogistically of the labor organization of 
the glass workers of his State, saying that 
before organization was made practicable 
he had never known an instance of man- 
ufacturers attempting to reduce wages 
which had not been successful. Since or- 
ganization had been effected no reduction 
had been made without the assent of the 
workers. He had deciared that there was 
now mutual confidence between employer 
and operative, Mr. Campbell was a strong 
advocate of a protective tariff, saying that 
it was generally understood by workmen 
that a change in the tar-ff means a change 
in the scale of wages. He said that the 
wages of glass workers had never been 
better In the history of the country than 
at present, taking into consideration the 
purchasing power of money. 

Mr. Campbell spoke of the miners as a 
class of men who were generally imposed 
upon, and he found especial fault with the 
store system which, he said, Was generaily 
in vogue about the mines. Under this sys- 
tem the mine owners generally owned the 
stores, and the operatives dealing with 
them were required to pay from 3 to 40 per 
cent profit. He did not believe the evil 
could be reached by legislation but thought 
it could be met by organized labor. 

Speaking of sweat shops Mr. Campbell 
said there were about 20,000 persons en- 
gaged in them tn Pennsyivan'a, mostly in 
Philadelphia. He spoke of the filth about 
the sweat shops, and sakd he had himself 
seen clothing made in the shops infested 
with vermin and very ditty. He made es- 
pecial mention of an investigation into the 
manufacture of soldier's clothing where 
this condition was found to prevail. Mr. 
Campbell declared that generaliy the sweat 
shop proprietors could not be believed un- 
der oath, and he saw no means of regulat- 
ing the business short of confiscation and 
destruction where the conditions were 
found to be contrary to law. Mr. Camp- 
bell stated that most of the retail stores 
handled the sweat shop products. 

The present Pennsylvania law prohibits 
the employment of children below the age 
of 13, and the witnes expressed the opin- 
lon that the Iimit was not too low. It was 
true, he said, that the of chil- 
dren had a tendency to supplant Adult la- 
bor, but it was aleo true that there were 
many trades which could be properly mas- 
ters only by beginning at an early age. 
Mr. Campbell ex weneet the opinion that 
the immigration laws should be more re- 
strictive.

TO MEET DEMAND. 


EVERY POT PUT ON ODUTY. 


The February Product Throughout the 
Country Fell Far Short of 
Expectation. 


NEW YORK, March 9.—In its review of 
trade conditions the Iron Age will to-day 
“ay: “Our monthly blast furnace statistics 
are Of special significance because they 
show a further decline in the active ca- 
pacity at work. The coke and anthracite 


.furnaces runing on Feb. 1 were rated at 


2,762 tons per week. On March 1, the out- 
put Was estimated at $2233.86 tons per week, 
@ falling off of 8807 tons per week. Furnace 
stocks at the same time declined 47,000 tons. 

“The February product throughout the 
country was far below expectations. Thus 


Pittsburg district the furnaces 
which, on the basis of their January make 
were expected to produce in February a4 
little over 63,000 tons per week, actuaily 
made little more than 50,000 tons per week. 
Aside from this accidental reduction, due 
to climatic conditions, the events of the 
past two months have pretty thoroughly 
proved that new capacity cannot be made 
a@vailabie over night. That preparauions 
are £o.ng on in different parts of the coun- 
iry on an extensive scale is certainly true, 
but consumers of iron must reckon with 
the fact that it takes as many months to 
Get ready as it does weeks, by estimates. 

“American managers deservedly possess 
a@ reputation for their ability to rush, but 
in spite of that fact our furnace capacity 
does not possess the elasticity for which it 
is given credit. The present very lucra- 
tive prices will bring every old pot into 
line, but it takes time to accomplish the 
feat of putting the cripples on their legs. 

“In the. meantime the pig iron markets 
are being swept bare of supplies for longer 
and longer periods. There have been heavy 
saies in the Northwest, our Chicago corres- 
pondent reporting sales of foundry tron ug- 
gremating %.000 to 4,000 tons.

LONDON, March 9—The Queen has 
rete espe her departure to the south of 

rance until Saturday next in consequence 
of the storm in the channel. The post- 
ponement of Her Majesty's departure is a 
striking illustration of the extreme care 
and of the precautions with which she Is 
surrounded and the enormous amount of 
machinery which is necessary when she 
travels. Instead of going in her own yacht 
to Cherbourg, as usual, she decided to avoid 
the long trip and go from Folkestone to 
Boulogne-Sur-Mer jin a special passenger 
boat, which has been entirely changed for 
its 80 minutes trip. Al Sorts of staging 
and platforms had been erected in Folke- 
stone, where Rear Admiral John Fullerton. 
aide-de-camp of the Queen, who has been 
in comman of the Royal Yacht Victoria 
and Albert since 1884, and the best court of- 
ficlals have been Superintending the ar- 
rangements. ‘T’wo trial trips have already 
been made and everything was in readiness 
for to-day. 

At Boulogne-Sur-Mer in addition t*: a 
large force of gendarmes and custom house 
officials, two battalions of infantry were in 
readiness, while the entire railroad line to 
Nice was guarded by soldiers, posted at in- 
tervals, supplementing the forces of the 
railroad employes detailed for duty in such 
emergencies. The French Government is 
taking unusual precautions on account of 
the supposed hostility of a portion of the 
peopie to the Queen. All these arrange- 
ments in France were upset by a dispatch 
from Rear Admiral Fullerton postponing 
the journey on account of the weather pre- 
vailing in the channel, classed as a “storm,” 
whereas only a moderate sea was running. 


REALIZE THEIR’ BLUNDER. 


Filipino Leaders Admit That to Attack 
Was a Grave Mistake. 

HONG KONG, Feb. 8, via San Francisco, 

March 9.—In an interview with the Asso- 

ciated Press correspondent John Barrett, 


late United States Minister to Siam, who 
is passing through Hong Kong, en route 
home, said: 

“This collision of forces at Manila is 
the most disastrous thing that could have 
happened to the Filipino cause for independ- 
ence, and they themselves, that is, the 
leading representatives of Aguinaldo here 
and ‘the so-called Junta, realize it, and 
cannot at the moment understand it. They 
have come to me almost with tears in 
their eyes asking for details of the conflict, 
and seeking some legitimate explanation 
and excuse for the reported beginning of 
the fray by the natives. Telegrams have 
been pouring in on them from their agents 
in America and Europe, asking for the Fili- 
pino side of the story, but they are unable 
‘Oo answer and cannot communicate with 
Aguinaldo or the insurgent government. 
Only a few days ago they assured me that 
their leaders would not allow any attack 
to be begun on.the American forces and 
would even avoid threatening attitude 
rather than shoulder the responsibility of 
a conflict. They asked me to so inform my 
friends in Congress to this effect and write 
to Admiral Dewey and Gen, Otis. There- 
fore, when I asked the local leaders to 
give reasons for the outbreak, they stated 
with great earnesiness that it must have 
been due (if begun by the natives, which 
they do not like to acknowledge) to the 
monetary influence of the war party or the 
most radical element, and that Aguinaldo 
himself could not have favored or sup- 
sorted the action of the Filipino troops. 
“he long continuance of the fighting, they 
say, would be accounted for by the masses 
of Filipino soidiers practically being be- 
ry all control of officers after the battle 
ad really begun, and being inspired with 
the blind hope of driving the American sol- 
diers into Manila, as they had formerly 
done the Spaniards. 

“Now that the treaty is ratified right 
after their reckless opening of hostilities. 
the Filipino leaders are almost dumbfound- 
ed, and are completely at a loss as to the 
future policy. They candidly admit that 
the worst blow possible has been struck 
at their prospects. One even confessed to 
me that the very best thing that they could 
do was to disband, disarm and quietiy yield 
to American control, trusting that full 
justice would eveniually be done them. As 
he isa man of standing, I hope his influence 
may count with Aguinaldo and his follow-

NO TROUBLE TO GET SOLDIERS. 


Wumber of Recruits for the Increased 


Army So Far Satisfactory. 

WASHINGTON, March 3.—The War De- 
partment has begun the work of recruiting 
the additional 2.400 men to give the regular 
army a strength of 6,000 Instead of 40,000 
men. The number of recruiting stations 
has been increased from about # to be- 
tween 70 and &. The principal stations afe 
at Chicago, New York a Philadelphia. 
New stations have been estabMshed at 
Augusta Anniston, Albany, Ch.ckamauga 
Park, Macon, Savannah, Hartford, Conn., 
Harrisburg, Pa., Raleigh, Columbus and 
other towns, principally in the East. Men 
will be firat recrulted for duty in the Phiilp- 
pine Islands and will be ordered, upon ac- 
cepiance, to join the six regiments Ninth, 
Sixth. Thirteenth, Sixteenth and Twenty- 
first Infantry and Sixth Artillery—which 
are under orders to re-enforce Gen. Otis 
at Manila as soon as transportation can be 
arranged. As fast as possible stations at 
which regimenta have been mustered out 
will be selected for recruiting stations in 
order that the volunteer soldiers who have 
already had service may be given the first 
chance to re-enl‘st. 

An officer of the War Department to-day 
said: 

“Emi'stments for the new regular army 
are being made at an unprecendented rate. 
The effect of the advertisements inserted 
in the papere has been to bring out great 
crowds of recrutts."’

ALL FOOD TO BE EXAMINED. 


Senator Mason’s Committee Will Begin 
Work at Once. 
WASHINGTON, March 9.—The manufac- 
ture.of feedstuffs, as well as breadstuffs 
in the United States, is to be investigated 
by the Pure Food Committee, headed by 


Senator Mason of Illinois. 

The information on the subject of feed- 
stuffs, which has been filed with the com- 
mittee, would seem to show that adulter- 
ation ts practiced to an outrageous extent 
in the preparation of bran and other food 
for horses and cattle. The allegation is 
made that much of the bran put upon the 
market, nearly all of which comes from the 
Middie West, is adulterated by the crush- 
ing of corn cobs and the introduction of 
mineraline. The latter, which is a chalky 
substance found in Western and Southwest- 
ern States, is put in the bran to give it 
the appearance of what is known as flour 
bran, that is, bran containing a certain 
percentage of flour. This is the best bran 
manufactured and is the most nutritious. 
It commands a high price. By substituting 
the mineraline for the flour substance cer- 
tain dealers have been able to counterfeit 
the appearance of the flour bran complete- 
ly and thus get the high price paid for 
flour bran for a product which is not only 
inferior, but positively injurious to the ani- 
mals fed upon it, and in the case of cows, 
injurious, of course, to their milk. 

Senator Mason purposes getting at the 
bottom facts of the adulteration, which, it 
is alleged, is now being practiced so ex- 
tensively in the preparation of breadstuffs, 
feedstuffa and of drink. He will have the 
report Of his committee ready by the time 
Congress, assembles in December, and if 
the facts brought out by the investigation 
warrant it, will introduce legislation to cor- 
rect the evils discovered.

ON LAND WHITES HAD NOT TROD 


Two Explorers” Report Discovery of 
Source of the Yellow River. 
VANCOUVER, B. C., March 9.—Advices 
by the steamer Empress of India, say: 
There arrived in Shanghai recently two 
distinguished travelers, Prof. Futterer of 


Karlsruhe, geologist, and Dr. Holterer of 
Lorrach of Baden, who have just crossed 
Northeastern Thibet from Turkestan, dis- 
covering the source of the Yellow River 
and entering China by the Northwest, 
reaching Hankow and civilization by the 
Han River. The professors left for home 
Via Japan and the United States. The two 
left Germany Nov. 19, 1897, accompanied 
by a German servant. Reaching Suchou 
the explorers went to Siningfu, which they 
reached in the middle of last July. It was 
from there that the two «scientists arranged 
to start on an expedition, having for its 
object the exdhoration of the Yellow River 
south of the Kokonor. At this point their 
Servants deserted them and the travelers 
were swindled by natives. 

They left Donkor Aug. 6 and went over 
country never before traversed by foreign- 
ers. ‘ith them were two Cossacks and 
eight Chinese. In Upper Taho Valley the 

“arty were attacked by oy thirty rob- 

rsé, one-half of whom ke up a lively 
fusillade whilst their compan oie raided the 
animals of the expedition. The explorers 
returned the fire and wounded several of 
their assailants. 

Reaching Tachou, where some American 
missionaries were met it became evident 
that the country to the west and south- 
west was full of robbers, so traveling there 
had to be abandoned. Accordingly the 
party went on to Mancheu, Ping tang 
and Singanfu, which latter place was 
reached at Christmas, then down Tan Riv- 
er in a couple of boats to Han River, which 
took them to Hankow, Jan. 4. Dr. Fut- 
terer made a valuable geological collection 
besides taking careful observations for me- 
teorological and map-making purposes, 
whilst Dr. Holterer more particularly in- 
terestetd himself in zoological matter.
